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The  child  king,  Michael  of  Rouni- 
ania  innocently  celebrated  his  sixth 
birthday,  in  company  with  his  mo- 
ther and  queen  grandmother,  last 
Tuesday,  while  his  kingdom  seethed 
with  rumors  of  a plot  to  restore  for- 
mer‘Crown  Prince  Carol  to  the 
throne. 

Carol,  the  little  king’s  father,  is  at 
present  living  in  a suburb  of  Paris 
Since  the  death  of  King  .Ferdinand,  he 
has  been  plotting  to  break  the  exile 
and  return  to  Roumania  to  take  the 
crown  from  his  son.  The  plan  com- 
ing to  light  has  caused  a number  of 
arrests  to  be  made  and  a strong  mil- 
itary guard  to  be  placed  around  all 
government  buildings. 

From  the  yearly  sale  of  Bibles  in 
Japan^it  has  been  observed  that  the 
Japanese  are  showing  much  of  the 
intense  eagerness  and  devotion  that 
characterized  the  churches  of-  the 
Roman  world  in  the  first  centuries 
of  this  era.  ♦ 

Bibles  are  sold  in  court  houses, 
railway  stations,  on  gunboats,  in 
temples  and  Buddhist  schools.  Silk 
mill  workers  bought  75,000  books. 

Inhabitants  of'  Jerusalem  were 
'Startled  last  Saturday  night  by  the 
appearance  of  a luminous  sulphur- 
ous mist  which  swept  over  the  city. 
The  mist  followed  in  the  wake  of  a 
sev’cre  two-day  "khamseen’’  or  hot, 
dry  wind.  The  wind  carried  the  stifl- 
ing mist  away  by  midnight. 

Books,  said  to  contain  pro-British 
propaganda,  in  the  Chicago  Library 
were  about  to  burn  by  the  mayor 
when  two  petitions  were  filed  in  a 
circuit  court  to  halt,,  the  destroying. 

The  books  were  to  be  burned  be- 
cause of  unhealthful  matter  being 
drawn  from  them  and  used  by  Super- 
intendent McAndrew^in  city  school 
classes.  The  citizens  demanded  that 
they  be  saved  in  a cage  to  be  read  by 
trained  historians  who  wolild  not  be 
likely  to  become  biased  by  their  con- 
tents. \ 

A bill  is  now  before  Paris  parlia- 
ment to  make  it  as  'unlawful  to  pos- 
sess dangerous  microbes  as  to  carry 
firearms  or  any  explosives.  This  has 
been  brought  about  because-  of  start- 
ling poisoning  crimes  in  the  past. 
These  also  have  caused  the  Pasteur 
Institute  to-  guard  its  deadly  test 
tubes  of  baccili*as  closely  as  a bank 
does  its  money. 

■ An  eight  inch  crab,  with  a label  at- 
tached to  its  shell,  recently  crawled  in- 
to Loch  Sonf,  on  the  Firth  of  Clyde, 
•Scotland.  It  took  the  crawler  -eighteen 
months  to  crawl  the  three  hundred 
miles  from  Aberdeen  where  it  had 
been  released.

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IT  DOESN’T  SEEM  JUST  RIGHT 


In  the  cutting  and  slashing  process  which 
coihes  every  year  at  the  time  the  budget  is 
made  out  for  the  various  departments  of  stu- 
dent body  activity  each  one  must  give  lots 
and  take  what  is  handed  to  them.  Seldom,  if 
ever,  does  any  activity  get  what  it  asks  for  its 
budget,  except  one. 

This  one  is  causing  a great  deal  of  com- 
ment. among  students  concerned  with  the  fin- 
ancing of  student  activities.  Every  depart- 
ment^ except  the  lyceum,  is  forced  to  whittle 
its  costs,  limit  its  scope,  and  cheapen  its  pro- 
duct because  there  is  not  enough  money  paid 
into  the  student  body  treasury  to  go  around: 
But  this  one  activity  because  of  tradition,  con- 
stitution and  what  not,  sits  supreme  and  ex- 
tracts its  annual  fifteen  percent  of  all  student 
body  funds.  ' 

In  the  eyes  of  all  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments needing  money  to  carry  their  yeai;’s 
work  this  seems  unfair.  One  number  on  the 
Arts  Course  this  year  carri,es  away  six  hun- 
dred dollars.  This  sum  alone  would  go  a long 
way  toward  putting  several  departments  in  a 
comfortable  position.  Debating  has  to  suffer, 
athletics,  the  Banyan,  girls’  athletics,  the 
paper  and  every  other  department  which 
serves  the  students. 

To  the  ordinary  student,  these  activitis 
are.  equally  important  with  the  one  which  is 
not  subject  to  any  cut.  is  there  any  reason 
why  all  should  not  suffer  alike  instead  of  tak- 
ing one  activity  out  of  the  class  of  all  of  the 
rest  and  letting  the  remaining  activities  stand 
the  brunt  of  the  budget  cuts?  •

A CHANGE  WILL  HELP 


Some  people  wonder  why  certain  foot- 
ball men  don’t  show  up  better  than  they  do 
when  they  get  into  a game.

The  court 
room  was  very  quiet,  the  kind  of  a quietness 
that  suggests  a nearing  catastrophe. 

He  began  to  speak,  his  sallow  complexion 
showed  no  color,  his  hair  fell  in  heavy  locks 
on  his  head,  his  wrinkled,  coat  clung  onto  his 
awkward  frame  loosely,  he  searched  for  words, 
shuffled  his  feet  and  it  seemed  that  he  was 
about  to  give  up.  Even  his  father,  who  was 
one  of  the  judges,  felt  sorry,  his  opponents' 
even,  wished  he  could  say  something.  Then 
suddenly  he  straightened  up,  a new  light  was 
In  his  eyes,  his  words  began  to  come  in  quick, 
clear  concise  sentences.  His  body  fell  into 
unison  with  his  words  and  all  of  the  poise  and 
excellence  of  an  experienced  orator  held  the 
listeners  open-mouthed  while  he  related  the 
relation  of  labor  to  taxes,^  the  laws  of  the 
land  to  the  common  people. 

He  had  conquered  the  situation,  the  room 
and  case  were  his,  he  had  found  himself.  From 
this  time  Patrick  Henery  was  recognized  as 
the  best  speaker  in  the  colonies,  he  was  want- 
ed everywhere  and  his  fame  spread  as  he  be- 
came better  accostomed  to  appearing  before 
audiences.  He  lived  in  the  joy  of  self  expres- 
sion, he  loved  to  feel  the  people  sway  under 
• the  power  of  his  words,  he  was  only  a com- 
mon country  boy.  It  thrilled  him  and  this 
inspiration  he  received  lured  Kim  on  to  those 
great  heights  which  were  climaxed  by  his  im- 
ortal  speech  before  the  'assembly  which  he 
closed  by  those  inspiring  words:  “I  know  not 
what  others  may  want,  but  for  *me,  give-  me 
liberty  or  give  me  death.” 

The  Brigham  Young  University  recog- 
nizes the  importance  of  self  expression  to-\ 
ward  success  in  life.  It  has  always  been  not- 
ed for  its  gifted  speakers.  In  pursuit  of  this 
several  generous  organizations  and  individu- 
als have  offered  medals  in  oratory  and  ex- 
temporaneous speaking.  It  ds  an  excellent 
chance  for  a student  to  find  himself,  to  ac- 
quire poise,  self  expression  and  ability  to  ex- 
press himself. 

The  first  medal  to  be  contested  for'  is 
the  much  coveted  Rotary  medal  given  each 
year  to  the  student  who  best  treats  the  sub- 
ject ^of  ‘‘Peace.”  Any  phase  of  this  general 
subject  will  suffice  for  entrance,  'and  any  stu- 
dent is  eligible.  Definite  announcements  will 
be  made  soon  regarding  this  contest,  orations 
should  be  smarted  early  so  as  to  be  well  in 
hand  at  the  time^f  the  contest.
